S ugar tree- are revenue producers 
at the rate of one dollar eaeh per 
year, according to statistics 
that 
have heen gathered. 
Indiana pro ­ 
duced sugar and syrup from over 
half a million trots in 1919, the la t­ 
est year’s record available, the val­ 
ue of the erop being in excess 
of 
one-half million dollars. 


Thi* industry, 
says Charles 
O. 
Deam, forester under tho sta te con­ 
servation departm ent, 
should 
in- 
erease, principally because work in 
a suprar cam p comes at a time when 
farm ers as a rule are not pressed 
with other task s. Since timber val­ 
ues are constantly increasing it also 
he!i« K» ves landowner- to tak e every 
care of wooded area-. 


Most of our woodlands. Mr. De-im 
declares, contain some sugar trees. 
These should he 
carefully 
tappet! 
and made to yield about a dollar a 
tree by producing syrup and sugar. 
Such a revenue is really a 
b y - p r o ­ 
duct of the farm that should not Ik* 
overlook ed. 


Deam jioints out that when *ugar 
cam p- oiH*rate farm ers can cut next 
year's wood supply. In the course of 
wood cutting and cleaning of 
w o o d s 
any *tick not desired for fuel such 


a s will easily split, those too crook ­ 
ed 
to he desirable, or those with 
rotten -hp or that are doty, can he 
used in the sugar cam p for evapor­ 
ating the sap. F or this purpose any 
k ind of wood and of varying lengths 
can he used. 
N aturally 
in 
years 
2one by good body wood was used 
because of it- abundance. Now with 
a 
scarcity of pood timber and the 
high mark et prices, judicious fa rm ­ 


e r s will not burn commercial wood in 
their sugar camps. 


Mr. Deam contend* that the woods 
o f Indiana are hadlv neglected and 
mak es the statem ent following per­ 
sonal inspection of the greater tim ­ 
ber area of tlie state. A timlicr crop 
should be fanned, he says, lik e any 
other erop produced from the soil. 


In order to prow the l» est k ind of 
trees, it is necessary to po throuph 
the woods and when needed, cut out 
the “ wood” tree- such as dogwood, 
redbud, w ater beech, sassa fra s, iron 
wood and grape vines.^These u-ually 
tak e up as much space a- white oak , 
a*h, yellow poplar or walnut and do 
not po - —*•—* their value. 
Defective 
and crook ed tree- should I k * cut, but 
do not cut anything else except when 
a valuable -pecies -ueh a- white oak , 
white a-h, yellow poplar, shell bark 
hick ory or walnut is being 
over­ 
topped by a les- valuable specie lik e' 
block oak . elm, black pum or any 
other tree of les- value. This work , 
Deam say-, can all be accomplished 
when operating the supar camp.

sold or otherwise* abandoned the old 
machinery. 
Usually to he deducti­ 
ble as a loss, the assets upon which 
the loss has been sustained must have 
completely disappeared as a resour­ 
ce to the taxpayer. 


If a taxpayer demolishes a build­ 
ing used in his trade or business and 
replaces it, he may deduct the loss 
sustained, 
including a 
reasonable 
allowance for depreciation and sal­ 
vage, if any. 
But if he acquires as 
the site of a new building land oc­ 
cupied by an old building, demoli­ 
tion of the old building is not con­ 
sidered a loss. 
Expenditure 
in 
such connection is an investment of 
capital, therefore, not deductible. 


Losses 
connected with transac- 
tions“ entered into profit,” not con­ 
nected with the taxpaye r’s trade or 
business, m ust conform closely to 
the wording of the statute to he a l­ 
lowed. 
For example, a lawyer may 
purchase a w arehouse with the ob­ 
ject of deriving an income from the 
rental. 
A physician buys shares of 
stock on which he hopes to mak e 
a profit. 
Both sustain losses upon a 
subsequent sale, which are deductible. 
But if either should sell his residence 
which at the time of purchase was 
bought without intention of resale, 
the loss, if any, would not be deduc­ 
tible, because it was not a tra ns a c ­ 
tion “entered into for profit.’’ 


Similarly, a loss connected with the 
sale of an autoinohii^ bought for the 
pleasure or convenience of the tax 
payer can not be deducted.

Ab ove the eight grade and up to 
the twelfth, a course of five and one- 
halt hours per week is required in 
American history and the sy stem of 
national, state and

Preparation for 
itizenship is de­ 
clared to he primary ob ject of this 
legislation. 
The state, county and 
city superintendents afc charged with 
the duty of "icing that it ri carried 
out. and any superintendent who fails 
to <hi >o will lie sub ject to removal 
from oilice b y order from the dis­ 
trict court, while a teacher who does 
not comply may have her license re­ 
voked.
